A SHOW DOWN Is IN ORDER 


Washington has decided that Soviet 
Russia cannot ship lumber and pulp wood 
into the United States unless and until it 
shows that these commodities are not 
produced by forced labor, The Soviet will 
prove that soon enough if Washington is 
prepared to take its word for the facts. | 

That evidently is not the intention, | 
since Moscow has been protesting as 
vigorously as it knew how that the forced 
labor story was a wicked invention of 
capitalists and the capitalist press. It is 
to be hoped that the stand the U.S. 
Government has taken will force a show 
down of the facts as to how Russia is 
selling these -—and other — commodities 
abroad at prices with which other coun- | 
tries cannot compete. 

If the Soviet has really found out how 
to produce more cheaply than this can be 
done elsewhere, the secret may better be 
found out now than later on. If Moscow 
is flooding the world with the product of 
slave labor other countries should know 
about it and be able to base their trade 
policies on a clear understanding oi the | 
realities. But if Moscow encourages any 
such investigation of its methods that 
will be a marked change in policy on its 


part. } 
DROPPING THE “DOLE” | 


The MacDonald Government accepted 
a proposal of the Liberal opposition that 
it proceed to formulate schemes to give 
work to idle men, such as regional and 
town-planning projects, housing and slum- 
clearing operations, extension of traffic 
facilities, afforestation, harbor improve- 
ment, and other constructive undertak- 
ings. 

Following the statement of Hon, 
Philip Snowden as to what the ‘dole’ is 
costing Great Britain, this looks much as 
though the Government had decided that 
the dole will have to go. The connection | 
between the two is established by the 
statement of Sir Herbert Samuel that in 


the last ten years Britain has paid out 
$2,650,000,000 to unemployed men and has 
“not a mile of road nor an acre of wood- 
land to show for it.” 

Members of the Canadian parliament 
should make note of these statements, and 
of the apparent change in policy in Bri- 
tain, since they are likely to have to deal 
with the unemployment insurance ques- 
tion at the coming session. If Britain’s 
Labor Government has decided that it is 
better to pay men wages than to pay them 
subsidies for doing nothing, Canada ought 
to profit by the experience that has forced 
that conclusion. 


THE MINERS’ PLIGHT 

It was stated in the legislature that 
one per cent of the total unemployment in 
Canada is to be found in the Drumheller 
coal field, Conditions in the other coal 
areas of the province have been shaped by 
the same factors, and are more or less 
similar. 

It has been an easy winter on the coal 
bin, but a hard one on the men who earn 
their livelihood by keeping the bin full, 
Almost unbroken above-zero weather has 
been an untold blessing to thousands to 
whom the coal bill is a large item in the 
family expense account, But it has been 
a time of privation verging into destitution 
for families whose income depends upon 
the demand for fuel. 

If the Dominion can be induced to 
make a special grant of relief money for 
the assistance of the idle miners that will 
be appreciated, and will be no more than 
th circumstances call for, But relief for 
the miners and their families must not 
hinge upon securing a special grant from 


Ottawa. The province should extend the 
needed relief, and extend it without delay,

money back from the federal treasury. 

Out of the millions of dollars they have 
saved this winter through reduced coal 
bills, the people of Alberta can spare, and 
will gladly spare, enough to keep 
miners and their families from want until 
spring opens and work of other kinds yill 
become available, 


THE DEPORTING LAW 


If a Canadian should go to Great 
Brita'n and there become a charge upon 
the public, Canadians would have no 
proper ground for resentment should the 
British Government provide him with a 
steamship ticket and send him back to 
Canada. If a considerable number of such 
cases were to occur, the deportations 
would have to be recognized as being not 
only justified but a necessary measure for 
the protection of the British taxpayers. 

It is difficult on that account to under- 
stand the protests which are made in the 
British House of Commons because an 
occasional migrant from the old lands 
who has not been able to maintain himself 
in Canada is sent back to Britain. No 
reflection is thus cast upon the great body 
of British people who come to Canada— 


the | 


of whom the deportees are never more | 


than a trifling percentage - 
is no worse off because a resident of that 
country has lived for a time in the 
Dominion. 

There have been instances, of course, 
in which the Canadian deportation law 
has been applied with more severity than 
sense, The same may be said of the 
deportation laws, and laws generally 
which apply to immigration, of all coun- 
tries, But assuming the deportation power 
to be exercised with reason and fairness, 
there js no valid objection to be made to 
it. Certainly the principle cannot be 
admitted that once a person lands in a 
country other than his own, that country 
becomes solely responsible for him. The 
Government of Great Britain would be the 
last on earth to admit that proposition.

THE DEATH DOLL RISES 

MUN the automobile fatality toll in the United 
States goes up. In 10980, according to figures just 
issued by the National Safety Council, 32500 Ameri- 
cans were killed in traffic aceldents, And even 
this figure is not quite complete, for it represents 
etatiatics gathered in only thirty-two states, cover- 
ing about seventy-five per cent of the country’s 
population.

HOW TO STOP HICCOUGHS 


Hiccoughs are a laughing matter to most people, 
but when they continue for days at a time they cease 
to be funny, and when they occur at such inoppor- 
tune times as while broadcasting, or when getting 
married or when in church, they may be very em- 
barrassing 

This disorder usually comes on after a hearty 
dinner which causes a pressure on the diaphragm, It 
is a spasmodic contraction of the muscular dia- 
phragm which we use in breathing. This contrac- 
tion is either due to an irritation of the nerves sup- 
plying the diaphragm, or it is caused by irritation or 
pressure on the diaphragm. The sound is made by 
gulps of air which strike the glottis when it is partly 
closed 

Infants’ hiccoupghs are a sign of overfeeding and 
the same is true of older children, In such cases vom- 
iting gives quick relief In adults hiccoughs often 
start after a meal of gas-forming foods. Eating too 
much, swallowing the food without chewing it pro- 
perly, drinking too fast, and poor food combinations 
are the ordinary causes of hiccoughs, although they 
sometimes follow a spell or laughing or crying. 'They 
frequently complicate such diseases as kidney stones, 
pelvic disorders, typhold, appendicitis, pneumonia, etc., 
and may be quite dangerous, as they cause a rapid 
exhaustion of the patient's strength. 

Most hiccoughs are of short duration, but some- 
times become very severe and unless stopped may 
continue for hours, until the diaphragm becomes s0 
irritated that it continues its spasmodic jerking, per- 
haps for days and nighis at a time, interfering with 
the patient's sleep, conversation and eating. 

Hiccoughs usually yield to simple measures, such 
as drinking a glass of cold water, holding the breath 
continually during that time. Inhaling and ex- 
haling slowly and carefully will sometimes quiet the 
nerves of the diaphragm and stop the spasms, A piece 
of ice is effective in some cases, In babies the best 
plan is to hold the infant against your chest, patting 
it on the back, which will ald it to belch up the 
gas and generally gives relief. In children, a towel 
wrung out of hot water and placed over the stomach 
is often good 

I have been able to stop cases coming to my at- 
tention within a few minutes by the simple treatment 
of pressing upon the central cervical plexus of nerves 
in the neck. The patient may administer this treat- 
ment to himself by placing the fingers of each hand 
firmly on the neck. pressing forward at the same time 
the head is bent as far back as possible.

Servius was a wise ruler, but he made one great 
mistake, It came about in this way: 

Prior to him the people had elected the kings of 
Rome. But when Lucius ‘Tarquinius, the fifth king, 
was assassinated, his queen Tanaquil, placed Servius 
Tullius on the throne with the aid of the senate and 
without taking the vote of the people. In passing, 
it should be noted, that Lucius Tarquinius was that 


| king who built the great sewers of Rome. 


Servius Tullius was the adopted son of Lucius 
and had married his daughter. Tanaquil’s strategy 
thus established a royal succession, 

The great mistake of Servius came through try- 
ing to maintain that succession, He married his 
two daughters to two sons, Lucius and Aruus, of 
Lucius ‘Tarquintus, 

Both couples were badly mated. Lucius was evil 
and the elder Tullia good, Aruns was good and the 
younger Tullia evil, 

The latter, in fact, possessed ambitions that knew 
no bounds and stopped at no crime in order to 
gratify them. She brought about the death of her 
husband, Aruns, led Lucius to murder his wife, her

The throne was her object, She now persuaded

of Servius on the Esquiline Hill, Servius was left

FOOD SENSITIVENESS AND 
FOOD WHIMS 

Within a week two parents have 
asked me the same, yet different 
questions, One was the father of a 
girl aged 4, the other the mother of 
a boy aged 7. The father's question 
Was; “How can you get a child to 
eat alone? She eats perfectly well 
provitied I stay with her.” Tha@s a 
food whim. A normal, hungry child 
will eat alone, though it may prefer 
company. A nervous child may not; 
yet many a nervous child eats better 
alone than at the family table where 
distraction enters. 

Tt is true that his dependence on 
the father’s company is a bad habit 
and should have been corrected 
earlier, It is, however, intelligible. 
A child thus indulged is “spoiled,” 
but not all children develop such 
whims if they have a chance to 
do ©, While still recognizing the 
part played by the child's disposi- 
tion, we can Jay down the law firmly 
that such whims should be taken in 
hand and disposed of, How ts always 
a matter of good judgment; it should 
be done with as little emotional up- 
set as possible, 

The mother's question was: “How 
can I get my little boy to ¢at a 
greater variety of things? Me refuses 
almost everything, yet tries hard to 
cat, Me is easily manageable other- 
Wise, If his egg is scrambled right 
he eats eagerly, will eat two or 
three eggs if T let him, But if too 
thick or too soft or it looks different 
he won't eat it, though he may take 


a little to please me, but with evi- | 


dent disgust,” 
That is food sensitiveness, equally 
inconvenient and more troublesome, 


| 


because these children often eat less 
than they should and are deprived 
of one of the chief pleasures of 
childhood—joy in food. 

Unquestionably, the two may go 
together, I can cite the case Of a 
girl aged 7 who showed both food 
sensitiveness and food whims, and 
in such extreme form that the 
parents preferred to have her 
brother, aged 3, eat separately for 
feas he would take on his sister's 
bad habits, Tn this case there was 
no danger. The boy had a normal 
appetite, ate everything set before 
him and paid no attention to his 
sister, 

All this is in point to show that 
similar training Will not produce 
similar results, Most normal ehtl- 
dren have no food problems, unless 
it be the ancient one of overeating. 
And most adults are not oversensi- 
tive to food, or the great majority of 
restaurants and home tables would 
not be as poor as they are, 

At the child-stage food and mood 
are very closely related. Children, 
oversensitive to food and easily dis- 
gusted, who prefer to go hungry 
rather than eat what they dislike, 
have a hard time of jt, That is 
what should be recognized. ‘Those 
children would prefer to eat as 
others do. The problem is to ease 
their difficulties in this respect just 
as carefully, just as patiently, as 
though they had trouble with their 
teeth or their tonsils or their spelling 
or arithmetic. There may be a 
physiological reason for food troubles 
in children, It is a serious problem 
in child guidance, It is not all a 
matter of “spoiling”; that is a 
large factor in many cases, It does 
not account for many more.

In deciding the place of ritual 
and beauty in religion, Protestant- 
ism must to borrow a phrasing from 
a seventeenth century divine, avoid 
both the “meretricious gaudiness” 
of formalism and the “squalid slut 
ternry” of fanaticism,
